It is commonly estimated that the half of the 
port wine, and five-sixthe of the whole wines cén- 
sumed in London, are the produce of the home 
presses,—are mixtures of cape wines, British bran. 
dy, molasses, and what are called sweets. 
added, that Guernsey is one of the favourite seats 
of the adulterators. In the year 1812, it appears 
by the Custom House Books, that one hundred and 
thirty five pipes and twenty hogsheads were the 
amount of the foreign wine imported into Guern- 
sey. In the very same years, the quantity of wine 
brought from Guernsey and landed at the London 
Docks, was two thousand five hundred and forty 
five pipes, and one hundred sixty two hogsheads.
